UR COMMERCIAL SUPREMACY. 
In the World's Work, O. P. Austin, 


Chief of the Bureau of Statistics of the 
United States Treasury Department, 
recently had an interesting article on 
the commercial supremacy of he 
United States, which confirms the re- 
cent sensational statements of Andrew 
Carnegie. Mr. Austin undertakes to 
ans wer these questions: 


Is the commercial supremacy of the 


United States to continue? Is the 
growth of our exports likely to be sus- 
tained? Does the loss of about a hun- 
@red millions in exports, or an increase 
of nearly a hundred millions in im- 
ports. which are shown by the record 
of commerce of the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1902, indicate that the limit 
has been reached in exports, and that 
imports are likely to overtake ex- 
porta, and to exceed them, as is the 
case with most European countries? 


These, as Mr. Austin says, are im- 


portant questions, vital questions, in 
fact, sinse we have only lately become 


the greatest exporting nation in the 


world, and our excess of exports over 
imports, or “favorable balance of

The one remaining question, then, 


in determining the prospective growth 
of our exports is whether or not the 
markets of the world seem likely to re- 
main open to us. There seems no rea- 
son to doubt that our supply of surplus 
products will continue, that the enter- 
prise which has produced that surplus 
wlll increase rather than decrease, and 
that the markets will also continue to 
exist and to develop in number and 
requirements. Is there any danger, 


then, asks Mr. Austin, that we shall 


be excluded from them or that our 
persistence in refusing to buy as much 
as we sell is going to so disarrange 


national balances as to destroy those 


markets? 


Mr. Austin believes that there is lit- 
tle to fear from any such danger, be- 


cause the United States produces one- 
fifth of the wheat of the world, three- 
fourths of its corn, three-fourths of its 
cotton and one-half of the meats which 
enter into international commerce. Of 
all these commodities Europe must im- 
port large quantities. Nor does he be- 
lieve that if we persist in refusing to 
redistribute to the world the money 
which we receive for our products we 
shall finally so disturb the world’s 
curreficy balances as to produce some 
awful financial cataclysm, and so de- 
atroy the markets in which we now sell 
our products. He shows that up to 


this time there is no indication that 
this is happening. as a result ot twen- 
ty-five years experience. and he asks, 
if the United States really appropri- 
ated to itself an undue share of the 


world's money by selling merchandise

GREENE’S GREAT FAKE. 


Fooled not Only the British Press, but 
the Whole World With His Mad Mul- 


lah Letters. 
(STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, Oct. %.—Probably few 
more miccessful practical jokes ever 
have been perpetrated than that dy 
which the London lawyer who signed 
himself “D. O0. Gulmere Greene,” 
fooled practically the entire British 
press into printing and the British 
War and Foreign ‘Office into believing 
faked detalls of mythical fighting 
against the “Mullah” in Somaliland, 
but the most extraordinary part of the 
whole story was the remarkable chance 
by which the joker actually prophesied 


a British reverse which took place al- 


most immediately after his ‘“descrip- 


tion” of it was A 
The contents the two letters “from 
* wrote in 


Somaliland,” which “Greene 

his London office, besides being printed 
throughout the entiré country, were 
cabled all over the world. The Daily 


faked missive came to hand, couldn't 
display it too prominently. The Times 
fought shy of the second letter, but 
the Daily Mail nted it in full, and 
so did all the other big London dailies 
with the exception of two. 

There was a good deal of exeuse for 
the journals which fell into the trap, 
for the letterse—described by their au- 
thor as having been received “from an 
officer with the forces in Somaliland’ — 
were cleverly done, and might wen 
have been written by a fighting man. 
Here is the first one. 

“Dear Old Donald: We are having a 
hottish time of it out here, I can tell 
you. I missed the sport of Dewet

Nearly all of this 
debt was incurred for the establish- 
ment of public ownership of public util- 
ities, and the system is being constant- 
ly extended. The railroa® there carry 
passengers three miles for a cent, in- 
stead of for three cents a mile, as in 
most places in this country. The em- 
ployes have the eight-hour day and 
be; they are paid an average of over 30 per 
cent more than in the United States. A 
debt in San Pedre—oef $300 per capita 
wou'd give us somewhere between 
$700,000 and $800,000 with which to 
make public improvements, against 
$126,000 allowed by the present law. 
The cities in this country which are 
up-to-date and prosperous, are those 
which have made liberal expenditures 
for this purpose. We do not say to go 
into debt to this extent, but we do say 
that the people ought fo be allowed to, 
if they want to. With the merit system 
in force, the money could be properly 
expended and the people would get the 
best possible service at the least pos- 
sible cost. Under private ownership 
they get what the companies choose to

Before inserting 
the key into the lock the letters on the 
buttons must be in the exact position 
in which they were placed when the 
safe was locked. In M. Fauvel's bank, 
as everywhere, the safe was always

They each had also a 
key. There was but one danger—that
